ELEVEN DEAD AND MANY HURT.

Harrisbitro, Pa., June 27.— TTw 
•wreck on the Pennsylvania railroad Sat- 
urday nioniiiiK. n< ar here. pr()ve<l to be 
more disastrous than wm first reported. 
Eleven lives were lost and twice that 
numy serioosly injured. The weetcrn 
txj p n u wM MTtnl mtaratei late leaviiig 
PbUaddphia and had not made np the 
loet time when it reached here. It was 
made up of one Iw^cKftRt' c^i'' iind one ex- 
press car, three day coaches and the pri- 
vate car of George \\ •■stintrhouse, the 
Pittsburg inventor of the air brake. 
Robert Pitcaim, of Pittsburg, waa also 
with the Weatinghoose party. 

Aa the train rolled into Harxisbarg it 
waa itopped a few minntee at Dock 
atnet, aan of the station, to allow eome 
ahifttng in the yards, the flagman being 
aentbadk to signal the second section, 
which was following dose behind. He 
waa soon called in, aad the train had 
bat started when the second section 
dashed aroond tha sharp curve a few 
yards away. Then came a horrible 
grinding and crashing sound, and im- 
mediatuy aftar the ^oans and shrieks 
of the injored and dying passengers. 

It was an awfal moment, and the only 
wonder is that so many escaped from 
the terrible wreck. It was bat a few 
Bdmika nntU tUT industrial eatabliah- 
maali mJMith HaMsborg sapolied an 
army of ^Killing men, who did all in 
lh«lr power to rescue the imprisoned 
dien, women and children and alleviate 
ttisir soSsftag* The firemen and police 
fooroa also did excellent hervice, and as- 
iltted in getting the injnrad to the city 
nospital aa soon as possible. The phyHi- 
sianB and snrKeons ware also aommoned, 
and labored nard to relieta the pain of 
the injured passangen.

Steggie Smith, aged twenty-five of 
Safe Harbor, N. J., jumped from the 
car window, fell on her head, producing 
a icalp wound. There ar« also oontn- 
Mons of tha chest and limbs. 

Many of the slightly injured only 
stowed ait the hospital ^ong mough to 
have their injuries to sssstt, whan they 
left for their homes. 

The story of the accident is brief. 
The first section ntoimed ^vithin a few 
hnndre<l yardx of the Union station, and 
was juHt Htju ting, when the second sec- 
tion, a heavy train made uj) of Pullman 
sleepers ana one express and baggage 
car combined, plunged into the hand- 
some private car of Mr. Westinghouiio, 
and drove it forward, ci usliing the three 
day coaches aliead intv kindling wood 
in the twinkling of an eye. 

The looomonve ploughed its way 
terough the rear of the private car, but 
not a single memtx-r of tlie Westing- 
house party was Bcratche<l. The i)orter, 
however, W. H. Wootiward, of Phila- 
delphia, was slightly hurt. In thji day 
ooachea an awful carnage taking 



place. Many passengers were nair asieep 
and were awakened by the horrible 
crashing and grinding of the timbers, 
the breaking of glass and the hissi.ig 
of escaping steajn, while others never 
knew tne fate which overtook them. 

Engineer Hugh Kellev and Fireman 
Harry Neal, both of Phiiadelphia. sat in 
the cab of the locomotive which buried 
itself in the Westinghouse car. A? 
their train rounded th*- curve at Dock 
street they realized the aw^nl error that 
had lieen committed, but it was too late 
to avert the catastrophe. With a pierc- 
ing .shriek the engine crashed into the 
first section, and the baggage car Vie- 
hind, pressed forward bv the ponderous 
Pullman sleepers, capped the locomotive 
with its splintered fragments. 

The 8nif)ke8tack was alwo knocketl off, 
and the locomotive was practically dis- 

■antled. As. If by miracle, tha oal^ la 
which sat the engineer and fireman, waa 

not touched, and they escaped to teQuf 
their wonderful deliverance. Both were 
stunnadbythe tremendous concussion. 
Two of -iha day coaches were partly 
overturned, and the helpless occupants 
Boreamed in their agony. Willing bands 
helped them out of the debris. With 
blood ftrsaming from their faces thqr 
presented a ghastly spectacle. 

The scenes in the cars immediately 
following the crash baiBe description. 
Th« two ooadhes in which most of the 
caiualtlea ooeurred ware broken in 
irfecea and tha occupants of the cars 
were thrown in every directicm. .Arms 
and legs ' wan broken, faces were 
crushed and laoerated, and scarcely a 
passenger escaped without cuts and 
bruises more or less serious. One man 
was shot through the broken top of a 
car and landed afongside the track, not 
receiving a single scratch. There were 
many other remarkable escapes. 

As soon as the dead and injured had 
all been removed from the wreck and 
the debris cleared away the coroner 
began an investigation as to the cause of 
the aooidant. H. S. Hayee, the telegraph 
operator at the Steelton tower, practi- 
cally admitted durbg the afternoon that 
ha waa responsible for the frightful 
wreck in the morning. Hayes, who is a 
young man of twenty-two, was arrested 
at the instance of Coronor Hoy, on a 
charge of manslatighter. Ha is now in 
jail, and his mental distress is terrible to 
witness. Fears are expr e ss e d that ' e 
may lose his mind. Tha yoang man has 
not be«n in the service of^ the company 
more than a few months, and hMMen 
an extra oi)erator, going wlNCafar he 
was ordered. 

Friday night he was on duty at the 
Steelton tower as a substitute for Will' 
iam Oodd, the regular operator. Ha al 
lowed the second section of tha express 
to enter the block before tha first section 
had passed out at tha western end, 
sgainst the rules of the company, and 
the disaster is the direct result of the 
violation of tha rulee. Whan informed 
of the wredk and loss of life he became 
almost frantio, and iiie day operator 
waa ordered on duty. Ha simply as- 
sumed that tha first section had uasi>ed 
the block without troubUHrUaMelf 
about any notification ftrom H* Dock 
street tower to that effect. 

Hayes was clu»ely questioned, and 
during his examination was greatly agi- 
tated, frequently breaking down and 
weeping bitterly. He ia an unsophisti- 
cated youth, and but lately left the 
fkrm in York coun^. He frankly ad- 
mitted that he gave Ibgineer Kelly the 
white signal to go on without first hav- 
ing been notified that the block was 
clear, but he thought he was not wholly 
resixnisible for the accident. He said 
that other operators had made the same 
mistake of which he had been guilty; 
but the consequences had not been so 
terrible. Hayee also 'admitted thct 
there had been two other persons in the 
tower with him, and that in that he h<ul 
broken another rigid rule of the ocm- 

Jiany. He withheld nothing from ^ae 
nry, and cried as though his heart 
would break as he finished his testi- 
mony.

In a few days 
an eruption made its appearance on Mrs. 
Durham, and during a consultation be- 
tween Health Officer Chambers and 
other physicians yesterday it was decid- 
ed that it was a genuine ease of smsll- 
i>ox. A number m parsons had already 
been exposed, bat the family have been 
quarannned and stepa have been taken 
to prevent the spread of the diseaae.

W.\siiiNaTON, June W,— IPWth th« 
work of the national conventions com- 
pleted and the campaign fairly on, con- 
gress is anxious to finish npits worksc 
that members may );et into the field and 
work for the national ticketa and, ol 
course, for themselves. 

There are many opinions exi>resse<l an 
to the time when the session will ad- 
journ. The most general one is that ad- 
journment will take place during the 
first ten days of August, bat there are 

oonie who Tu lieve that the gavsl will 

fall by the middle of July. 

From now on until the end of the ses 
Bion, The Congressional Record will b« 
filled with sjieeches of an ulti-a pdlilii al 
character and the average American 
wHlflBdfodlfflcultto tnea any eonneo- 
tion Tietween the texts of a majority of 
them and the subjects on which they 
are suppomil to be dfliv( I'cd. 

Debate on the appropriations bills in 
the senate will give Democratic senators 
a chance to say something ab<}ut "the 
billion dollar congress;" consideration of 
the bill iiroviding for the election of tbi 
president and vice president by a direct 
vote of the people will give the Demo- 
crats of the h(iU8e their opporfunity to 
talk about the federal elections or "f(trce 
bill." 

Senator Vest's resolution, to have the 
free wool bill reported from the finance 
committee to the senate ^vithout delav, 
will allow Ueiiublican and Democratic 
senators to talk tariff to their hearts' 
content. In fact, every mciisure brought 
forward for conwileration, no matter 
how unimportant it mav be or how far 
removed from political intention, will 
serve aa a tan for stump s p esc h as 
galore. 

To the average man the reason Ibr this 
sudden infliix of stump speech oratory 

will seem to ^e obvious, and his opinion 
in the matter will be correct so far as it 
goes. But it does not go far enough. 

A congressman does not si)end time 
an<l money in the preparation of a politi- 
cal speech to be delivered in the senate 
or house simply to hear himself talk and 
to have it synopisized in a paragraph or 
two in the newspapers. He has a deep- 
er, a more far-reaching objet^t. Every 
sjieech. every remark, made upon the 
floor of either house is reported in full 
in The Congressional Record and every 
congressman has the privilege of send- 
ing through the mails \N-ithout payment 
of postaf^e an unlimited number of copies 
of anythmg that appeara in The Record. 
So every politdcal speech delivered iu 
congress from now (m until adjournment 
will be printed iu pamphlet form by thai 
thousands and sent broadcast through 
the country by means of Uncle Sam s 
mail service, without payment of post- 
age for the purjioiie of influencing votes. 

Tlie present week in congress will Ik^ 
markedly ditferent from the several past 
weeks when so many senators and reii- 
resentatives were absent at Minneapolis 
or Obioago. It will be a week of due<- 
ness ana camjiaign talk. The senate 
will pass the agricultural appropriation 
l)ill and probably the legislative execu- 
tive and judicial appropriation bill 
which the house put through under sus- 
pension of the rules. Mr. Vest's free 
wool resolution will also 1)e discusseil 
and probably actwl on, and if the con- 
ference reports <jn some of the i^jipropri- 
ation bills now in jcouferenoe are made, 
both houses will be likely to act on 
them before the week is out. These 
bills in cf)nfeience are the naval, mili- 
tary academy, rivers and harbors, pen- 
sion, District of Columbia, diplomatic 
and consular and Indian. 

Speaker Oiiep has notified all alK- enteea 
to ue in the house ttKlay, and with a 
quorum present the week will be pro- 
auctive of some legislation. The legis- 
lative i)rogram for tne house is well out- 
lined, today the deficiency appropriation 
bill, the last of the general appropriation 
bills for the house to act on, will be 
pa«8e<l, and the rest of the day will be 
given to the c(mimittee on the Distri'-.t 
of Columbia. Tuesday the committee 
on invalid ])enBions will be given the 
floor, and Wednesday and Thunday will 
probably be consumed in the oonsldera- 
tiun of the joint resolutions proposin" 
amendments to the constitution so as to 
provide tor the election of president and 
vice president bv a direct vote of thv 
people, making their term of offioe six 
years and changing the date of the meet- 
ing of congress and the beginning and 
ending of terms of president, vice presi- 
dent, senators and representatives. 

It is also ttrobable that the resolution 
prcjviding for an investigatioa of the 
Reading railroad oonsolidatlon wUl abo 
be adopted. 

A resolution continuing the appropa*- 
ations in the depiu tments, the appropri 
ation bills for which mav not have been 
passed by the end of tne week for the 
present fiscal year, which ends June UO. 
for the first five days of tha next fiscal 
year, that is, antH July 8, will bs 
passed. ' 

will Bu for Oevaraor. 

Marion. Ind., June 27.— Mr. Gtoorge 
B. Steele, who has been mentioned fre- 
quently as a dindidate for governor but 
until now has held aloof from the con- 
test, haa yielded to the pressure and de- 
cided to enter the race. The simple an- 
nouncement will tend to oomplioate the 
situation considerably. He is one of the 
best known politicians in the state, hav- 
ing represented this district in congress

Thr Nntloiml Keptibllrnn Committae 
(i.'ttliiK K«-»ily for the Ciimpiiiiin. 

Washington. June .ll. — An effort was 
made last night by .«onie of the members 
of the national RwabUcaa committee at 
the ArlingtoalMMtofil together and 
trv to effect an agreement regarding the 
selection of chainnan. A meeting was 
held in a large comer room on the upper 
floor of the hotel, and for several hours 
the members discussed the question of 
the chairmanship. 

It was learned on the authority of a 
p<'nK>n thoroughly familiar with the situ- 
ation that no agreement was reached but 
that an amicable settlement of the mat- 
ter would probably be effected bef(ne the 
meeting of the g<meral committee. 

After the nomination had lieen made 
at MinneaiKilis, it was suggested that 
the committee should arganiae by the 
selection of Mr. Cbntooa aa dMimau 
and the appointment of aa executive 
committee, to have immediate charge of 
the campaign under another head. Tliis 
was a suggestion merely, however, and 
it was thought that the members of the 
committee would meet at Washington 
and aftar ouufairlug with n|vesenta- 
tlvmot^pMMmA^iNtim organiza- 
tion tiMt |raa)d be saWaftwitwy and har- 
monioaaauanmnd. In thamtarlm, since 
the adjournment i <f the convention, state- 
ments have been published as coming 
from Ifr. Oarksoa to the eSeet that he 
did not desire to asrve another term as 
chairman, Imt theee apparently were 
without authority from mm, for yester- 
day afternoon it was amuianosd that 
Mr. datfaonhad HaM to Ua MmOt 
that if tl^ daiiMd Mai to serve aa 
chairman of the oonuaittae MAfhajr 
elected Mm he woold aooept thaporf* 
tion. 

The adaoticn of Mr. OlarlDKm aa olMb' 
manof theeomadttaa, however, wQl be 
opposed by tae friends of the adminis- 

tration. But who will oppose him has 
n< >t yet besn dillnttely determiaed upon, 
the probaUHtiaa beiag that Oeorge V. 
Massey, of Delaware, iriio secondM the 
nomination of PrealdMiit Hanlaon at 
Minneapolis, will be asleoted. In the 
event that a straight contest shall ensue 
iK>tween Mr. QarjuKMi and an adminis- 
tration representatii«, it can not be 
stated what tiw rsaall wltt be.

3< irity of tiMmembers. 

I pon one point, it la dSA, they 
agreed, and that ia that the aoaiuiiatra- 
tion has twentjKMM nemben of the 
committee who oaa be depended npm 
in any exigency. The opposition claim 
the same number, while thefHandaof 
the administration conoada fliem bat 
nineteen, leaving abc or si|^t manibMa 
in doubt. BecMBa of thla nacertainty 
efforts are bslagnade to harmoate the 
differences in the oommittee aad vari- 
oi\» schemes an under ooaaldaratlon. 
One is that in view of the laotthatthe 
work of the committee must be done in 
New York city, a New York business 
man should be choaen to conduct its 
operations. If it be found that this can 
be done, and it is determined to do it, 
the name of Cornelius N. BUm will 
nrobably be presented to the committee 
lor consideration in that connection. 
It ie understood that Mr. Bliss has inti- 
mated his willitigness to undertake the 
difficult work of the place, 

Another proposition is that the sug- 
gestion at Minneapolis shall be carried 
out, vis: That Mr. Clarkson be elect- 
ed chairman of the national committee 
and another person be chosen as chair- 
man of the executive committee. But 
this does not seem to me to be ttM 
wishes of either side. Mr. Clarkson is 
reported to have said that he will be 
chainnan of the national committee and 
chairman of the executive committee or 
neither. On either hand it is said by 
friends of the administration that there 
is no precedent in the party organiza- 
tion for the division of these two offices, 
an<l there is some reluctance manifested 
in dei)artinK from that line. 

Should this arrangement be carrie<l 
out the name of Mr. L. T. Michener 
will probably be canvassed in connection 
with the ch^nuanship of the executive 
committee. Mr. Michener was iu charge 
of tbd Harrison forces at Minneapolis, 
and his work there won much praise 
from all who witnessed it. He does not 
desire to engage in the work of cam- 
paign, but if elected by the committee 
\v\l\ doubtless lay aside his personal 
feelings and accept the duty devolved 
uiHin him. 

The situation now is one of doubt and 
uncertainty, and the solution may not 
be reached until the committee meets, 
but the friends of the administration ex- 
press much confidence in their ability to 
perfect the organization of the commit- 
tee in accordance with their pui-poses 
when thsgr shall haf* beta flaalljr formu- 
lated. ~

New Vork, June 87.— Mariners here- 
abouts incline to the opinion that a 

terrible disaster hai^ recently occurred at 
sea somewhere near thi.s port, in which 
more than a thnusand souls have i)er- 
ished. The facts that lead to this opin- 
ion are as follows: Saturday the Steam* 

er Ocean arrived and repurted that on 
last Thursday moniiug the wreck of a 
full rigged sMp waa passed in latitude 
40 degrees 33 minutsa north, 40 min* 
utes west. 

The captain of the Ocean made a care- 
ful examination to ascertain the name 
of the craft, but owing to the wreck be- 
iiig overfuiiK'd and partly sniimerged, 
he could only make out the words 
"Yarmouth, N. 8.," on the stem. The 
vessel was cut through forward of tha 
rigging, evidently done in col- 
From a description of the 
wreck, as given by the cajitain nf the 
Ooean, shiiiping men believe that the 
Teasel is the British .sailing ship. Fred B. 
Tliylor, of Yarmouth, N. S. This vessel 
waa dghted 900 miles out from Sandy 
Hook on June 12 and should have 
reached port over a week ago. 

The steamship Vega. %vith a crew of 
eixty men, commanded liy Captain 
Rosa, sailed from Lisbon mi .June (i for 
the Axoree.and New York. Slie had 316 
passengers when she sailed from Lisbon, 
and it ia expected that she shipped near- 
ly twice that many from the pwta In the 
Azores. The steamer was due here laal 
Tue-day but has not arrived. Her agents

THE HAWK£¥E'S TATTLER. 



St T*Uf of A C ommotion in the Vil- 
iM* School cf MaysTlU* 
In 1830. 



The Tattler of the Burlinj[ton Ilawkeyo 
in a late issue uf tlmt paper tella of " a 
great *commotion that arose in the vil- 
lage school at the old Seminary building 
in Maysville, Kentuclty," in 1880. He 
aaya: 

" The teacher the school was God- 
frey Scarborough, who afterwards came 

to Inwa and settled in Yellow Springs 
township, this county. Among his pupils 
were two yoatba aooot twelre yean of 

age, both of whom aro now firay haired 
citizens of Burlington. These are Hon. 
Silas Hodaon and Mr. Barton T. David. A 
third pupil wa^ the late Richard Shultz, 
a prominent citizen of Monmouth, Illi- 
nois, very woll known here in his lifetime. 
Another pupil whom we shall mention 
in connection with this tale was a quiet, 
studious boy of eight or ten years who 
afterwards beoama General U. S. Grant 
and President of the United States. In 

Koiitiuky, in anto-bclhiin diiys, White- 
suntiUe was a great holiday for the ne- 
groes, and they celebrated the season by 
decorating thcmaelves in all the finery 
obtainable, forming processions and 
marching to the music of instruments of 
their own fashioning. The white people 
were always greatly interested, as spec- 
tators, in these demon8trati<ms of the 
blaclu, and the boys of the village school 
plead for a holiday that they, too, might 
see the darkies celebrate. Teacher Scar- 
borough was obdurate, however, and 
sternly declined to grant the coveted 
liberty. 

"The boys decided upon a common 
form of revenge. Upon the day the 

negroes were to have their celebration 
the teacher sat down upon a stool 
briitling with bent pins and needle 
points. Suppressed excitement pre- 
vailed wliile the teacher advanced to his 
■eat, mounted the stool, and also wlien 
he sprang up quicldy, giving vent to an 
involuntary exclamation of pain and 
anger. A dead, awful calm follnwed 
when the pedagogue strode swiftly to the 
door and loclced it. There was wrath and 
determiDatlon written plainly on his face 
and Dick Schultz, probably having an 
overly guilty conscience, availed himself 
of the opportunity while the teacher 
locked tlie door to make a break for free- 
dom by way of the window. He gave a 
leap and went feet foremost through the 
lower sash, scattering tla> shattered glass 
right and left. No more boys escaped, 
however, and those remaining were called 
up one by one and commanded by the 
teacher to say who wat the perpetrator 
of the outrage. David, Hudson, Grant, 
-were called np in turn. ' Did you put 
those pins there ijiiestioned the teach- 
er. 'No sir,' replied the boys. ' Who 
did?' continued the teacher. ' I will not 
tell,' said the boys, and they would not, 
although the teacher putiialied them t^er- 
ribly with the birch rods too common in 
the early schools. Grant though younger 
than the others, (Hudson being his cousin' 
by the way), was as obstinate in his re- 
fusal to betray his guilty school fellows 
as the older ones, and took his punish- 
mmt manfully and in^nileiu'e. Speaking 
of the affldrtho other day, Barton David 
said Grant was the most studious boy in 
the school, and he could never be in- 
duced, by fear or favor, to tell a lie." 

The Bulletin begs leave to suggest that 
Tattler has made a mistake .is tothe names 
of at least two of the participants. Rich- 
ard Shultz was rather too young in 18:50 
to attend school, and the writer probably 
referred tooneof his older brothers. Vlys- 
seaGrant did not go to school in Maysville 
vntil 1836-7 and it is probable that his 
coniin, Noah Grant, was the hero. We 
would suggest to friends, Ilmlsoii and 
David, if they have any more early rem- 
iniacMma of did Ifayiville, the BouariN 
would bo plaaaad to receive them.

Beckett 
has two wounds in the shoulder, but the 
ofHcers dont plaoe moch credonoe in his 
story.
